i TO KILL PRESIDENT

American Bolshovikl Fl&nncd
Rofgn of Terror After

Cznr's Downfall.

TWO ABItESTS ABE MADE

Anarchist LIkratnro In Yid-

dish Seized in Bald at
Newark.

Two years ftiro In Boulli Bethlehem.
P.. a conspiracy to assasetnats Presi-
dent "Wilson and other hhjh omdals of
th United States Government was
hatched, according to a confession of
Mrs. Cella Fischer ot 12S Charlton
street. Newark, Is alleged to have
made yesterday to the tjoIIcc of Newark.

The-- President wajr to have been killed,
nho said, following the overthrow of the
Ctar's Government and during the
height of the revolution In Russia.

Mrs. Fischer named two men now
paid to he In the Bolshevik movement
In Russia whoso Identities were noted
Viy Frank R. titone. npeclal agent of the
Department of Justice, who aided the
police in questioning the woman.

According to the confession the plot
waa hatched In her home. She did not
dtsolose th method to he used In killing
th President Mrs. Fischer admitted
that her home was watcheil by the po-
lice and Federal authorities, and bJbo
that the houso was raided once. A Quan
tity of anarchlstlo literature In the place-- 1

at uie time was overlooked bythe raid-
ing party, she said, because she sat on
it wlille the authorities searched the
premises.

The surest of Mrs. Fischer followed
the apprehension In Bayonne Friday of
Nicholas Mtcheloff. who lives In New-
ark. Chief of Detectives Griffin of
Bayonno requested Captain of Detec-
tives Conncll to search Uie house, and
Detectives Sebold and Rottenberg were
assigned to the case'.

The Newark police believe that the
Charlton street house was used by Uie
Bolsheviks as a meetlns place and that
Mlcheloff was one of the leaders. Docu-
ments believed to be of valun In obtain-
ing information of the nctlvltles ot ex-
ponents of the Bolshevik movement in
other cities were confiscated.

The door of Mlcheloffs room was un-
locked when the detectives reached the
house. The landlady remonstrated with
the detectives when she saw them. The
detective arrested Mrs. Fischer.

All tho Bolshevik agitator's belong-
ings were seized. On the wall was a
red banner bearing a seal of the "Work-ingmcn- 's

Council, thought to be a prod-
uct of the Russian revolution of 1?17.
It was In Tlddlsh and read: "Are you
r.frald to die? You must die some time,
fo why not for Uio cause? Will you be
downtrodden Jjy tyrants? Worklngmen
rlsel"

Hundreds of pamphlets printed In
Russian were eelxed; also a revolver,
btaclcjack, numerous red flags, and rib-
bons for use In buttonholes. The police
recognized the pictures ot two men who
were killed In a strike in Prince street
several yeans 'ago.

Mlcheloff came to this country two
years ngo. He lived In various parts of
the Bast under different aliases. He
has made his home in Newark for psv-r- al

months. It is also said tie was
formerly a sailor In tho Russian navy.
Experiences Mlcheloff claimed to have
had In Uie Kuropean war vcro pub-
lished In a Newark newspaper Decem-
ber 24, 1917. His story was that he
hed been a reporter on the old Russian
newspaper Xovoe Vremva; had been a
member of a Scottish battalion In action
in France and had been Uirough many
scenes of the great Russian uprising.

Mrs. Fischer admitted, the police say
that Mlcheloff was an anarchist, but to
her knowledgewas not connected wtUi
the Bolshevik movement

TO THWART REDS

National Civic Committoo to
Speed Investigation of

Labor Conditions.

NEW ERA, WABNS FBAYNE

Says Capital Must Accept A.

F. of L. or Irresponsible
I. W. W.

An investigation of Industrial condi-
tions In this country Is planned by the
National Civic Federation to bring about
an understanding between capital and
the employed before radical movements
become more acute it was announced
yesterday at a luncheon In the Midday
Club to two members of the federation
who are leaving to make a survey of
conditions In Europe.

The American Investigation will be
conducted by committee on which V
Evcrlt Macy, Hugh Frayne, George Em
mons, Mrs. Bora A. Coftboy. H, H. 8.
Handy, Albert Russel Erskine and others
are serving. Speeches by Mr. Frayne.
Major August Belmont and Pomeroy
Burton ot the London DaUv Mail em
phasized tho Importance of acting quickly.

Old Order Is No More.
(Mr. Frayno said the war lias changed

the old order of labor conditions and
that more value must in Uie future be
placed on labor by the public generally.
He continued:

"Capital must begin and recognize the
distinction between the real, bona fide
labor movement as typified by the Amer-
ican Federation of Labor and deal with
It fairly to obtain this cooperation. If
tney io not resolve to do no they will
have to face the 'other tho L W. W.
and the Bolshevik). That sort of labor
does not recognize employers at all
nor uoes it believe In coooeration."

Major Belmont said that in the war
tne Government went Into business on
borrowed capital irrespective of any re.
turn, disregarding the economio basis,
ana tnere is imperative need ion read
Justment

"Do not think that I mean there should
be any reduction In wages." he said, "for
l aon-t- . nut Industry must be placed on
a proper economic basis to that capital
may get Its fair return and labor its full
share of tho profit it helps to create."

Speaking of the English labor situa
tion, Sir. Burton said :

"Make no mistake .about the extent
and seriousness of this worldwide Indus-
trial movement It Is not merely a ehow
of new strength on the partof labor
agalrwt capital. It Is not merely a mat-
ter of hours nnd wages. Underlying Is
a determination to better tho human
conditions of labor all over the world.
That Idea grew out of the war, because
the war made men think.

Enough Work for All.
Thero Is an enormous shortage In the

world's goods and on an economically
sound basis there is more than enough
work for everybody. Until this short-
age of life essentials "la made up high
prices are bound to continue. Under
these conditions to strike for Mghsr
wagen and shorter hours Is simply to de-
feat the very ends the workers have In
view."

Mr. Burton said there should be a
Governmental publicity bureau to pre
sent uie true lafts or uie labor situa-
tion.
